Visited byTliousands orHpectators— ASoene ot 
Novel Beanty— The Evnntne lUuminatlon. 

.•Another grand day of celebration was 
enjoyed by thousands of peo])lo at tho 
regatta on Wediu'silay, which was con- 
ceded to be Olio of tlie iiKjst iiiii(|lle and 
successful events ever held in ^'ietoria. 
Extensive |)repiirations had been made 
for tho tiansportation of ])Ieasn re-seekers 
from the city to Ihe ( .■ jiitd at about 
ten o'clock thu steamers, Satiiriia, Skido- 
gate, Evangol and LotI ie, towing barges 
for tho accoinmc'datieii of passengers, com- 
niencud to eariy hundreds of peoide out 
of tho city. Tho harbor presented a acene 
of activity and a gentle breesse dispelled 
the intense heat experienced on the pre- 
vious day, at the sumo tiino aasisting the 
vari(jus sailing crafts.

'J'he Vancouver Cojil Mining and Land 
company is treated of as follows:

CHIEF PHILLIPS EXPLAINS. 

To THE EnrroR — In answer tu a letter 
signed "Fireman" in to-day's issue of 
The Coloni.st, and the short piiragra])h 

which appeared in the 7 /mc.s of Friday 
last, I wiuihl beg to explain: 

First. That it is necessary that at least 
three men should be on duly at the \'ie- 
toria Tlieatre one in the [lanpiet, one 
in the dress-circle, and one in tho gallery, 
to see that the exits are kept properly 
open and to attend to tho hydrants in case 
oi neces.sity. 

.Second. That I hold jiasses for throe 
moil from Mr. •Vustiii, the secrel.iry of 
the company, for the purpose of [ilaoing 
these men there, aiul that the pro- 
prietors of the building aeem to fool the 
advantage that might be derived from 
their presence. 

Third. That the men wear their eajis 
HO as to he recognized, stand by the door 
on duty, and never leave their pl.ices. 

1 may add that 1 have never received 
complaints from anyone as to the be- 
havior of my men. 1 can •piite uiidi'r- 
staiid, by tho li'ouble 1 myself con- 
stantly experience in having all exits kept 
open, that the theatrical people object ti) 
tho presence of the lirenien. It is 
simpler and cheaper to lock a dour than 
to pay a man to look after it. But the 
law is explicit that all the exits shall bo 
kept open. It is my duty to see that the 
l.in is enforced, and 1 can do so only with 
assistance. 

The terrible accounts u hich reached us 
only a few days ago of the burnuig ol tho 
Tlieatre Comique in Paris, with the ilreail- 
ful loss of life which accompanied the di- 
saster, must be fresh in everyone's mem- 
ory. The lives of the citizens must be 
looked afte" and protected, and the law 
obeyed, whether or not it suits w hat the 
Times describes as "the management of 
the Victitria Theatre." 

Meanwliile, it may be well that it should 
be known that admittance was ii'fused to 
my men on Friday night, and that as mat- 
ters now stand, tliere is no organized [)ro- 
tection in tho V ictoria Theatre against 
fire or pwnic, such as there hitherto has 
beeiL 

It would also be a satisfaction to know 
whetlier "Fireman" ts a lireman and a 
competent one, and il would be more 
manly for him to foHow my example and 
sign his name.

ReprodaMd't^'ain'^Bminent Freneh Avtiit in 
all lt« Attractive Beauty. 

Victoria and surroundings have long 
been synonymous with all that is beautiful 
in natural scenery, and tho fame of our 
majestic forests, magnificent luountain 
views, glistening bays, deep, shadowy 
ravines, and dashing streamlets has been 
long since heralded to the world. No 
realistic pictures of Vancouver BCenory 
from nature have been produced by an 
eminent artist, until M. De I'Aubiniero 
visited this lucality and painted a aerios of 
pictures portraying a number of our 
loveliest scenes. 

M. De I'Aubiniere ia an artist of the 
French school, and his pictures command 
universal admiration throughout Europe. 
In making a tour of tho world this famous 
artist has found a rich field for his talent* 
on Vancouver Island, and his enthusiastic 
appreciation of our landscapes is evinced 
in every picture that he has painted here. 
He is evidently a conscientious student of 
nature, and makes no attempts by artifice 
to go beyond the limits of the scene re- 
produced, which adds much to tho etl'ec- 
tiveneaa of his work and enhances the 
value of his pictures. M. I'Aubhueru has 
already painted a series of eight land- 
scapes from nature adjacent to Victoria, 
and with the rare judgment of a true 
artist has selected the very spots pre- 
viously admired m their natural beauty 
by our citizens. Although a tourist and 
comparative stringer, the quick instinct 
of the artist has guided liim to places 
where years of ruaideiico in the locality 
have taught others to go. 

Among the scenes plaoed on canvass by 
the artist is the suport) view of the Saanich 
.\riii looking north from the suniinit near 
the tunnel on the Island railway. There 
is a remarkable vigor displayed in ihia 
pieturo, especially in the foreground 
u here the U-ill majestic pines tower toward 
a splendid sky full of droaminoss, largely 
lellected in the calm waters of the arm. 
.-\niong the rough rocks peculiar to t'tiis 
loc-alily, ia seen the foreat, undergrowth in 
all the fantastic variety of nature. Across 
the arm high inountaina are traced until 
their course is hidden by tho foliage in 
the foreground. 

Turning to the south, the artiat has re- 
produced that view with an absolute 
sincerity of imjircssion that is pleasant to 
contemplate. Tho foreground repreaent.s 
nature uiidisturhed for years, gnarled 
roots, fallen trees, dead branches stripped 
of all their foliage, intermingled with 
moss covered rocks rising sheer up to the 
height of many feet. Down in the vidley 
beyond is descriei! the glistening water 
of (ioldstream winding through a ])atch of 
green, and thence mingling with the 
waters of the arm. Ca/.iiig away in the 
distance the bold front uf Finlayaon 
mountain forms the iioucleus of a series of 
undulating hills that gradually recede 
leaving their termination to be imagined. 
In this iiicture the same learned research 
in the e.'Cecntion of dot.iils ia observed as 
in others. 

One of the most coniprehonsivo and 
natural pictnriis ia that of Shawnigan lake 
tiiken at a point where the railroad first 

[lasses along the shore. This beautiful 

sheet of wafer has been euriehed with new 
and une.x[)ectod loveliness and ia a revela- 
tion of great research in ]irodncing in all 
its gorgeoiri sublimity the Meeting effecU 
of nature. 

A picture of Beacon hill showing Mount 
Baker in the distance, gives a charming 
iilea of the magiiitiide of our .scenic gran- 
deur, also ,-i view of Clover point is realis- 
tic in the ext renii'. 

There is ,-iii indeacrihablo attraction to 
his viv.-ii ions pichiro of Thutis island dom- 
inated with piieiic ami ri.Tmed sentiment, 
it portrays a licluiess to the foliage, and 
all nature seenis to coiuniand admiration. 
The placid waters stretch away in a per- 
fectly delineated distance and are lost in 
the piii ple tonea of the .sotting sun. 

M. De r.\ iibiniere'a marine views evince 
the same sp.int.iiioity in seizing every 
-lapecl of nature. His picture of the straits 
is a marvel of exactness, the trans]>areucy 
of the water is excellent and extremely 
true in color. 

One of the best of the series is a winter 
scone near Esquinialt with tho snow clad 
branches in shadows of russet and gray. 

In order that the public may bo enabled 
to secure a Uii--.-,imiU- of these works of 
art in all except the coloring, Messrs. 
Hall A' Lowe, the photographers, have 
t-akeii some line photographs of eight [lic- 
tures, also a photograph of tho splendid 
jubilee address p.iinted by Madame De 
I'Aubiniere, which are now ready at their 
studio, jdaced in a handsome aiao. Tho 
entire series will be sold for eight dollara, 
one dollar of the amount to be donated to 
tho jubilee hospital fund.
